R. J, Deachman, of the Consumers’ 
League, appeared before the Tariff 


Commission, in regard to the cement 
inquiry, remarked at the outset, that 
the inquiry had been notable for the 
absence of the old protectionist argu- 
ments. It had been conceded that 
there were no imports at the present 
time, but at the same time it had been 
stated that if the duty were removed 
the foreign combines of cartels would 
quickly “swallow up our little cement 
trust.” He found this impossible to 
believe, and called attention to the 
fact that the statistics produced by 
the industry showed that the level of 
prices in the United States is higher 
today than in Canada, This indicated 
that in the event of the removal of the 
duty Janadian mills would find 
access to the market to the south more 
easily than the United States plants 
would find access to Canada, A re 
duction in prices if compelled by a 
reduction of tariff, would be in the 
best interests of the Canadian industry 
He showed by quotations from the 
statistics that profits in 1922 had been 
50 cents per barrel; in 1925, 45 cents, 
and in 1926 29 cents. Yet this grad- 
ual decline in prices had greatly 
stimulated the sale of cement, and had 
resulted in vastly increased profits 
to the manufacturers, 

“Our manufacturers have been mak- 
ing tremendous profits,” he declared, 
“and yet they tell us that they cannot 
face the competition of free trade.” 
He ascribed this to a fear which pro- 
tection seems to instill into industrial 
leaders, and he called upon them to 
rid their minds of gloomy forebodings 
and to face the world like the Cana- 
dian farmer, without fear of foreign 
competition and without need of tariff 
assistance,

“As everybody knows, pro- 
portion of this year’s crop is grading 
below No, 3 Northern, It 
common knowledge that prices of the 
low grades are very disappointing and 
that thousands of farmers are selling 
their crop at figures which fall far 
short of covering the cost of produc- 
tion. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that producers are dissatisfied and 
are asking why they are offered so 
little for their wheat. However, the 
fact that farmers throughout the 
West are complaining so bitterly 
about current prices of low grade 
wheat is to be attributed im part at 
least, to a report dealing with the 
quality of this year’s crop, issued by 
the Dominion Grain Research Labor- 
atory of Winnipeg. The writer does 
not criticize the report for what it 
contained, as the quality of low 
grades of wheat is admittedly very 
good, but rather for what it did not 
contain. The publication and wide 
circulation of an official report which
